disappointment 
about 
the 
abortiv e 
attempt to topple Castro with a popg un. 
The idea was conceiv ed during the Eisen­ 
hower administration, 
and obv iously con­ 
ceiv ed badly because it turned out disa s­ 
trously . A lot of people must hav e g oofed. 
Bui 
Eisenhower 
wasn't 
commander-in- 
chiei, president and top man in foreig n re­ 
lations when the order was g iv en to g o 
ahead 
Kennedy w'as the man on the spot. 
He knew what was inv olv ed 
If he didn't, 
he is the one who g oofed and his will be 
the historic responsibility . 


IT TAKES a man with courag e to face 
the music when so many people are shoot­ 
ing off their bazoos and that's why the y oung 
president looms larg e rig ht now. 
Ev ery body else should put his mind to 
looming larg e as long as this seems to be 
turning into one of those times that try 
m en’s souls. 
Take the matter of national unity . Look 
out when the bazoo-shooters y ammer about 
national unity , because what they mean is, 
y ou quit criticizing me and I’ll keep rig ht 
on letting the air out of y our tires. 
In unity there’s weakness in a country 
that believ es in two-party g ov ernment. They 
h a \e unity in the Sov iet Union, and som e­ 
day they ’ll g et stuck with it the way the 
Germans g ot stuck with it under Hitler and 
the Russians g ot stuck with it under J oe 
Stalin.

WE HAVE no use for rattlebox patriots 
who act as if a setback to a few hundred 
Cuban patriots try ing to start something 
ag ainst 
Castro 
was 
the 
forerunner 
to 
Armag eddon. 
It was a dumb thing to let happen, g rant­ 
ed. If they were g oing to take a potshot 
ai Castro, they should hav e used an ele­ 
phant g un. What was worth doing was worth 
doing well. 
B it no military endeav or in history was 
more fouled up than the war in which the 
United States finally tied the can on Spain 
and drov e it out of the New World. 
No military endeav or ev er g ot off to a 
slower start than Castro’s rev olution ag ainst 
Satirta; his chances weren’t worth a dims 
at the beg inning 
Americans hav e been kidding themselv es 
about keeping Russian, Chinese. Czech and 
other v arieties of Communists out of Cuba 
without fig hting . They hav e had the happy 
thoug ht of letting a couple other g uy s fig ht 
while they held their coats. 


IT CAN’T be done that way . ft would be 
too easy . If it’s g oing to be done at all, it 
will hav e to be done the hard way . 
What would happen if President Kennedy 
g a v e 
the order to do it the hard way . 
wiin an elephant g un big enoug h to topple 
Castro and his Communist conquistadores? 
How long would it be until Moscow was 
taiking about a cease-fire—and for the same 
reason Washing ton is talking about one in 
Laos—because

Now that the y oung president has stood 
10 feet tall, he may hav e to stand ev en 
taller by taking personal responsibility for 
g oing to the brink of war and putting one 
foot ov er the edg e.

to th e men who represent them in the cen­ 
ters o f g ov ernment. 
Ex am ples of this chang e in the tradition­ 
al concept of lobby ing can be found ea sily 
by considering the dev elopment of specific 
issues at v arious lev els of g ov ernment. But 
th e ex am ple used by the Times reporter 
was the fig ht ov er federal aid to public 
school education.

ship. y ou imperialistic dog . I assure y ou 
that I want to liv e with y ou as a sincere 
pa! and buddy . 


“ To build g ood relationships is my one 
aim in life and I ca n’t see why a fabricator 
and brig and like y ou has any difficulty un­ 
derstanding this. 
“ We must join tog ether in a basic con­ 
cept of kindness, one man to another, no­ 
torious ex ponent of banditry that y ou are. 
At all times we must g uard ag ainst harsh 
words or acts which jeopardize peace, y ou 
hy pocrite 


“ In c i« ng permit me to remind y ou that 
a s $ champion of tranquil neig hborhood re­ 
lationships I speak once more in the cause 
of peaceful co-ex istence y ou cutthroat. How 
a lo w d o g lik e y o u « an 
distrust me as a 


are hig hly org anized campaig ns by both the 
pros and the cons to enlist the aid of v oters, 
encourag ing them to contact their cong ress­ 
men and ex press their v iews. 
The whole idea puts a more palatable 
sea soning into the lobby ing kettle, which is 
not in itself bad. Going to the people with 
propag anda is not as ev il a s g oing directly 
to leg islators with money or some other 
thing of v alue. 
The technique is not. of course, entirely 
new. 
Leg islators long hav e been plag ued 
with uneasy feeling s about obv iously org an­ 
ized letter-writing campaig ns, because they 
cannot alway s be sure that the letter-writ- 
ers speak for a majority of their constitu­ 
ents. 


But if the technique were g enerally used 
by lobby ists on all sides of controv ersial 
issues, it would hav e the beneficial effort of 
tapping what too often remain underg round 
reserv oirs of public opinion. 


THIS, it seems to us. would be true of 
fedeia l aid to education. Enoug h people on 
the street ex press doubts about federal aid 
to public education to make it hig hly ques­ 
tionable a majority of Americans supports 
it. 
This fact often is not 
reflected in the 
considerations of Cong ress, where the law­ 
makers may be so ha nng ued b> the lobby ­ 
ists on the scene that they must be for­ 
g iv en if they seem unaware of what the 
people back home really think. 
The “ g rass roots” approach to lobby ing 
should be approached with caution. It i 
too early to say whether it deserv es unqual­ 
ified support as an all-out g ood. 
But the potential for uncov ering what the 
fclks back home really think is promising 
enoug h to watch the new technique care­ 
fully to see what dev elops 


The closest I hav e come to v io­ 
lence in Cuba was while leg g ing 
it back to the hotel in Washing ­ 
ton. D.C., last week after walking 
down to the White House to see 
Caroline. 
( 
Caroline wasn’t in sig ht, or her 
m om m y , either, but on my way 
home I was suddenly across the 
street from a rowdy -dow bunch of 
Cuban - ty pe teenag ers apparent­ 
ly on their way to the scene of 
another of the endless demonstra­ 
tions that keep District of Colum­ 
bia policemen on the jump 
Demonstrations were g oing big 
in Washing ton last week, as they 
were when Castro made his v isit 
to Washing ton two y ears ag o. He 
wa s the g uest then of the Ameri­ 
can 
Society of Newspaper 
Ed­ 
itors, the same org anization that 
was meeting in Washing ton last 
week. 
Its willing ness to listen to him 
tell his story was under criticism 
in 1959 and has been ev er since.

land. Vice President Nix on and 
others participated in those dis­ 
cussions. Some 
people in

State Department drag g ed th e i r 
feet and kept urg ing all the rea6- 
sons why no help should be g iv ­ 
en. Div ision of opinion was res­ 
ponsible for many months of de­ 
lay . Meanwhile, the Communists 
intensified their help to Castro. 
When the presidential campaig n 
g ot under way , it became neces­ 
sary for President Eisenhower to 
take Sen. Kennedy into his con­ 
fidence and tell him what was 
taking place. 
There was no dissent by Mr. 
Kennedy but an eag erness to find 
out what was being dev eloped to 
hasten the ex it of Fidel Castro 
from the scene. 
Discussion of dang ers and pit­ 
falls became prolong ed at v arious 
fe v d s of g ov ernment in Washing ­ 
ton and caused Vice 
President 
Nix on, for instance, to become im­ 
patient as he urg ed that the plan 
be carried out promptly . It prov ed 
to be a big g er undertaking than 
any one had foreseen. 
Also, the 
political campaig n itself acted as 
an inev itable roadblock to action. 
When President Kennedy came 
into office, he could hav e stopped 
the 
whole 
enterprise. 
He 
was 
urg ed to do so by some of his 
inex perienced adv isers who said 
a lot about “ prestig e” in Europe, 
lAsia and Africa. #and ex pressed 
fears 
about 
L a t i n-American 
opinion 
and 
ov er 
what 
Mr. 
Khrushchev mig ht do. 
President Kennedy rose abov e 
the bickering s of his adv isers and 
decided to stay with the orig inal 
plan. He is being wholeheartedly 
commended for this by former 
Vice President Nix on. 
Now, it so happens that Secre­ 
tary Udall of the Interior Depart­ 
ment made a comment on tele­ 
v ision last Sunday which aroused 
the 
ire 
of 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader Dirksen and others. 
MR. UDALL was asked if the 
American people today support 
“ this kind of American inv olv e­ 
ment in an attack on Casiro.” 
The secretary replied: 
“ Well, I don’t think there is 
any doubt but that they do. The 
fascinating thing about this par­ 


ticular business is that here was 
a plan conceiv ed by one admin­ 
istration—this. from all I can find 
out, beg an ov er a y ear ag o and 
President Eisenhower directed it. 
And here the actual plan was 
carried out under a successor ad­ 
ministration 
“ I certainly think the attitude 
of the former President, of Mr. 
Nix on, and of these other people 
and that whether what we did 
was rig ht or wrong , that ihere is 
national unity an questions like 
these.” 


Perhaps Mr. Udall was try ing 
to bolster national unity but his 
off-the-cuff remarks came to be 
construed as critical of the pre 
ceding 
administration. 
He 
ex ­ 
pressed reg ret afterward that this 
had happened. 
Actually , one g ood purpose is 
serv ed by ex amining in retrospect 
what did happen. For obv iously 
there were some weaknesses re­ 
v ealed. 
It’s no secret that the United 
States hasn’t been equipped to 
carry on g uerrilla warfare. Also, 
it is well known that Vice Presi­ 
dent Nix on has been recommend­ 
ing rig ht along that the Central 
Intellig ence Ag ency confine itself 
to information-g athering and that 
it be reliev ed of any responsi­ 
bility for g uiding g uerrilla opera­ 
tions.

Nex t time a presidential election 
comes up. some serious thoug ht 
will hav e to be g iv en to a sy stem 
that will preserv e the continuity 
of operations on the world front 
irrespectiv e of who is the v ictor 
in the contest for electoral v otes. 


One thing is clear Mr. Castro 
will make the mistake of his life 
if he thinks the so-called “ failure” 
of the inv aders last week will 
g ain him any thing in the long 
run. 
Mass ex ecutions will only 
intensify the driv e to undermine 
his reg ime, and it could possibly 
inv olv e the use of American mili­ 
tary forces soon if the present 
Hav ana g ov ernment continues to 
maltreat 
Americans 
and 
seize 
their properties. 


The day s of Castro are num­ 
bered. In the not-far-distant fu­ 
ture, the sequel to the “ inv asion” 
will come, and there will be a 
different story to tell.

ev eryone followed the adv ice out­ 
lined in the leaflet, many of the 
85,000 persons dying of cancer 
each year could b e sav ed,” he 
said. 
Mackey declared that the b est 
protection against cancer is to 
hav e annual health checkups and 
to get speedy medical attention 
at the earliest sign or suspicion 
of any of the sev en danger signs 
of cancer outlined in the leaflet. 
Pointing out that at least one- 
half of all persons with cancer 
could b e cured through early de­ 
tection 
and 
proper 
treatm ent, 
Mackey said the American Can­ 
cer Society could make the goal 
a reality if funds were av ailab le. 
“The Society has b een respon­ 
sib le,” he said, “ for the recent 
rise in the cancer cure rate. 
Twenty years ago only one out 
of sev en persons with cancer was 
sav ed; today the rate is one out 
of three. With adequate pub lic 
support and personal action the 
rate could b e one out of two.” 
Money raised in the national 
crusade will b e used to step up 
educational programs, to prov ide 
serv ice for cancer patients and 
to support research of scientists 
working for a cancer cure or pre­ 
v entiv e, Mackey said.

I know of 
few chronic distu rbances to which 


the words "dreaded” anc “hope­ 
less” apply less. Indeed, if any of 


u s had to choose a chronic dis­ 
ease with which to be afflicted, 
I imagine many wou ld select dia­ 
betes. 


LESS THAN 5 0 YEARS AGO, 
diabetes was “dreaded and hope­ 
less.” To keep child diabetics al­ 
iv e, for ex ample, it was neces­ 
sary to redu ce them to 
liv ing 
skeletons. With the introdu ction of 
insu lin in 1922, by the Canadian 
team of Banting and Best, 
the 
whole pictu re changed. And with­ 
in another 10 y ears thou sands of 
diabetics were leading 
n o rmal 
liv es, thanks to a combination of 
insu lin injections u su ally 
s e 1 f- 
administered and a modestly re­ 
stricted bu t completely satisfact­ 
ory diet. 
With the chance discov ery 
few y ears ago that one of the su l­ 
fa dru gs produ ced a lowering of 
blood su gar, thou gh it was u se­ 
less as an anti-infectiv e, m a n y 
thou sands of diabetics who relied 
on insu lin injections were able to 
throw away their hy podermic ne­ 
edles and sy ringes and su bstitu te 
these su lfa tablets. And most of 
the 
newly 
discov ered 
diabetics 
nev er needed to learn to giv e an 
insu lin injection to them s e Iv es. 
They were immediately 
g i v en 
tablets and instru ctions 
a b ou t 
diet. 


AS A RESULT of these discov ­ 
eries diabetes is today ju st abou t 
the simplest and easiest of chro­ 


nic distu rbances to control. 
It 
does not, ex cept in ex treme cir­ 
cu mstances, interfere with daily 
liv ing. It is neither a threat to 
health or life athou gh it does re­ 
qu ire special attention in the face 
of pregnancy , intercu rrent infec­ 
tion, su rgical procedu re or a n y 
other u nrelated incident or acci 
dent. 
Striking ex amples of the “u n 
hopeless" natu re of diabetes hav e 
been fu rnished by baseball play - 
ers and political figu res who are 
diabetic.

This m eant that the constru c­ 
tion work v irtu ally is done.

1, this brotherhood 
su ddenly called a strike. It had 
noticed that a lone UAW man 
had come into the "constru ction” 
area.

It was the only thing the 
M artin Co. cou ld do. 


This one man was a technician 
who ju st had to look a t some of 
the wiring. Bu t 
the 
Electrical 
Brotherhood wou ld hav e nothing 
of it. Its p artners in the Bu ild­ 
ing and Constru ction Cou ncil had 
earlier canceled their no - strike 
p act with the M artin Co. du ring 
the week of Ap ril 10th. Now any 
one of the Cou ncil’s u nions cou ld 
walk ou t. 


So the regional u nion leaders 
called ou t 700 electrical w orkers 
to p rotect the ap p roach of the 
one man from a u nion ou tside 
its own cou ncil. They w anted no 
one mov ing into their ju risdic­ 
tion.
